In a recent nnmber of the _ British 
Quarterly Review is an article with 
the above title in which the writer, 
PALEY, handles without gloves the theories 
and enthusiasm of Mr. SCIILIEMAN and his 
supporters.

Not 
content with this, this iconoclast attacks the 
good Doctor’s account of his ready mastery of 
Greek and his suggestion to revolutionize the 
methods of teaching the language by insinu- 
ating that SCHLIEMAN abused autobiograph- 
ic license inthe statement that he acquired 
it in six weeks, and by declaring if 
every one could learnit so readily its use- 
fulness as a mental drill would be destroyed. 
However, the criticism is little more than an 
elaborate “‘I don’t believe it,’’ and will prob- 
ably strike a sympathetic chord in the minds 
of the majority of readers who are inclined 
to be skeptical, without doing any real injury 
either to the good Doctor or his great work, 
The magnitude of his researches can onlv be 
appreciated by a perusal of his account of 
them, and no student will content himsel 
with less or allow a critic to snape his conclu- 
sions thereon.

A Bouble Collision of Missouri Pa- 
cific Trains. 


* 


Two Cuts, a Mile Apart, Filled 
With Wrecked Cars. 


An All-Night Blockade—Theories of the 
Trouble—A Missing Brakeman. 


All last night wrecking crews worked on 
Webster Hill. The camp fires were stall burn- 
ing, the gangs working and the debris heaped 
high along the tracks this morning when a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter reached the scene. 
Scenes would be more proper for there were 
two wrecks a mile and a half apart, either one 
of which was formidable. 

Several hundred commuters along the Mis- 
souri Pacific were quartered on their city 
friends or at the hotels, as notrains left for 
the West,yet the fact of the blockade ten miles 
from the city 

ESCAPED THE MORNING NEWSPAPERS 
entirely. The collisions—there were two of 
them—occurred about 8 o’clock. The news 
reached the company’s offices inthe city al- 
most immediately, for the telegraph operator 
at Webster was within hearing distance of 
one crash. As usual there was no unneces- 
sary fuss mage about the trouble. The com- 
muters, as they came to the depot to take late 


trains,were told quietly that there would be no 
connection till morning and went their ways 
to find temporary stopping places. Thenight 
express for the Missouri Pacitic and for the 
St. Louis and San Francisco, both long trains, 
pulled out as far as the Division Superin- 
tendent’s office, neur High street, and there 
they remained until after 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Both were full of passengers. who must 
have wondered a good many times what was 
the matter, for as often as they dropped off 
into slumber and then awoke thev found 
themselves still alongside of the Harrison 
Wire Works. 

At the depot this morning it was vaguely 
known that there had been a wreck and that 
was all. At Webster, however, they knew 
all about it andthe excitement of all night 
had not diedout. The arrival of a reporter 
in search of information sets tired tongues 
agoing and there was no lack of theories. 

Webster is approached by a sharp curve 
andasteep grade. There is a straight piece 
of track for nearly a mile, the steep 
grade continuing at about forty feet 
to the mile, and then’ there is 
another sharpcuive. This is bad enough, 
but the situation is rendered worse bv the 
fact that both curves are 

IN DEEP CUTS. 

In each of these cuts this morning there 
were heaps of car wheels, shattered trucks, 
twisted brake rod, cars without ends, cars 
without tops and rolling stock in every form 
ofruin. The gangs last night devoted their 
attention simply to getting the metals clear. 
To-day the work of loading the debris on 
flat cars for transportation to the shops jn 
the city commenced. % 

Freight No. 23 left St, Léuis as usual in 
three sections between seven and eight 
o’clock last hight. All the trains were long 
and tLe middle section had a number of cars 
loaded with rajJroad iron. Going up

The engine was a badly 
demoralised piece of rolling stock.

Yesterday morning the baggage men and 
. back drivers at the Union Depot were treated 
to a Surprise when they found the following 
notice placarded at the main entrance to the 
depot, allowing the wagons to stand “on the 
south side of Poplar street,between Tenth and 
Twelfth streets, a clear space being left open 
from the east side of the main entrance of 
Union Depot of not less than ninety feet, ex- 
‘tending west andon both sides of Eleventh 
from Spruce tothe north line of Poplar street.” 
‘Ordinance No, 10554, passed January, 1878, for 
the better protection of travelers, has the fol- 
jowing provision: Section 2. Hackney car- 
riages, bueeage wagons, omnibuses, hotel 
eoaches and all other vehicles used in the 
tran-portation of passengers or bageaze are 
hereby authorized and empowered to be lo- 
cated and stationed for business purposes 
vnon the following streets: On the south 
side of Poplar street, from Tenth to Twelfth; 
on the east side and west side of Eleventh 
street, from Spruce street to the north line of 
Poplar street; on Main street, from Plum 


street to Cedar street, an@ on the levee (or 


Front street) from Spruce to O'Fallon 


streets. 
This makes a conflict between the Board of 


Police Commissioners Who issued their new 
vehicie stand ordinance this' morning. The 


» baggage men have bad considerable ‘trouble 


on this score heretofore, and will not submit 
to this unless it can bespown that the man- 
dates of the Beard of Police Commissioners 
count for more than the ordinances of the 
Municipal Assembly. Some police oflicers 
were placed ut the depot to 
see that tlris is enforced, but 
the men have made no attempt v0 
infrinwe on the rezulations. Notrouble has 
heen experienced with the men for several 
months, but now thatthe Board has seen tit 
toalter this the association will test the mat- 
ter. They bave allowed the omnibuses to oc- 
ecupy aspace by themselves, but will now 
drive in there and occupy that as well as any 
other position of the street. The Board reg- 
ulates allthe standsinthe citv with the ex- 
ception of the Union Pepot and the levee, for 
which the Municipal Assembly has specially 
legislated atthe request of the baggage and 
hackmen. Ina few days the men will make 
a test case of the matter, and inthe event of 
a fine being awsessedin thé Police Court an 
appeal will be taken. When asked what 
course the Baggage Men’s Association would 
take in the matter, Mr. I*arrell a | **This 
is an infringement on the rights ¢ ed tous 
by the Municipal Assembly,and we propose to 
test the power of the Police Board to take 
the action ‘they ‘have taken. The ordinance 
designates that we -shall occupy the south 
side of Poplar street, between Tenth and 
Twelfth streets and the Board now says that we 
must not stand within a distance {) feet west 
of the east line of the main entrance. This 
is of most importance to the backmen, who 
get their loads at the entrance. We have 
strictly conformed tothe provis- 
fons of the ordinance. and do _ not 
now propose to be _ interfered with. 
Ordinance No. 105284, which grants us the 
privilege of standing on the south side, was 
aseed by the Assembly for the benefit of the 
aggagcemen, andit regulates the Unton De- 
pot, Main strect, atthe Iron Mountain De- 
pot ami the jievee. We will question the right 
of the Police Commissioners to interfere with 
this as it has not been repealed.”

ALL HOPEFUL. 


Three Men Under Sentence of Death for 
July 15 Expecting the Best. 


Charles F. Kring, Joseph Michael Kotov- 
sky and Charles Ellis have been sentenced to 
pay the penalty ofthe crime of murder of 
which they were convicted in the Criminal 
Court. Kotovsky is morose and quiet but 
does not expect to be inthe happy land on 
the 15th instant. Ellis has the hope socom- 
mon to colored men convicted of murder. He 
looks for the best until the worstis on him. 


Kring is the personification ofa happy de- 
lusion. No man ever heard 
a key grated in cell door 
with less concern than Kring who is under 
sentence to die in fifteen “days. ‘‘No, sir, I 
don’t expect to be a dead man on the 15th by 
any means,’ said Kring. ‘4I’ll bea free man 
yet.” Kring’s attorneys are as hopeful 
though not so confident as their client that 
they will be finally successful. Messrs. Chas. 
Noland and Price, atterneys for Kotovsky, 
have sprung anew point which they hope 
will save the murderer of his sweetheart from 
the gallows. Aninstruction for murder in 
the second degree in a.case when the plea is 
insanity is never given. Mr. Wharton, a law 
writer, in a late work argues 
that instructions for -murder in the 
second degree should be given in such eases. 
Messrs. Noland & Priee argue that the par- 
ticular pcint on which he is insane might be 
touched upon by a friend in conversation and 
resultin a murder: bare deliberation and 
premeditation would be lacking, and in such 
a case instructions for the second degree 
should be given. It is oa this ground that 
thev intend to move fortheir client. Mr. 
Bishop for Ellis, Noland & Price for Kotovs- 
ky and Kring’s attorneys will apply to the 
Court of Appeals for stays of execution.

PERPETUAL MOTION. 


The New Machine Invented by a St. 
Louisian. 


*“*Have you seen it’? asked a tall man of a 
POSsT-DISPATCH reporter the other day. 

‘‘What do you mean by it?’ rejoined the 
party addressed. 

‘‘Why,the augmented power, perpetual 
motion machine. Within astone’s throw of 
the Court House is a curious machine, Wa. 
Haines, the inventor, was never a perpetual 
motion fanatic, but being a practical machin- 
ist for years he has been studving upon the 
problem of augmented or utilized power. The 
fact upon which be began to work is that the 
power is tothe Weight as the short arm ofthe 
lever isto the long arm. Then tbe question 
was, can water be made to lift itself by any 
application of this principle? For the pur- 
pose of experimenting Mr. Haines con- 
structed a rude under-shot 
Water wheel eight feet in 


about 


diameter and 15 inches from side toside. As | 


the water wheel revolves it turns a two foot 


cog-wheel upon the same shaft with itself. 
This second wheel turns upon a smaller 
wheel, which makes about ten revglhutions to 
itsone. Bythe use of another large and 
another small cog-wheel the velocity at the 
point where the resistance comes is about 100 
times as greatas thatof the water wheel. 
Immediately below the main shaft is a pump, 
from whicha hose leadsto a small tank 
placed above so that the water from this re- 
servoir can be madetoturn the machine. 
The whole affair is very simple. In the tank, 
which will hold perhaps 20 gallons, asmalli 
quantity of water is placed, and as this falls 
upon the wheel, turning it around, the pump 
sends up new supplies, and thus the 
machine runs on indetiinitely. A miniature 
machine made on the same model has run all 
day. Tothe large machine a belt has been 
attached, which connects with a sewing ma- 
chine, and in an experiment of several hours 
duration the machine has run regularly and 
smoothly. Mr. Haines saidto a visitor: *‘] 


} never claimed perpetual motion for this ma- 


chine; Iwas only trying to make watera 
part of the machinery. The ideais to lift 
the water with the short arm of the lever and 
then place it at the long arm to lift more after 
it.’ Mr. Hainesis a man of limited means, 
and some parties from New York have under- 
taken to furnish him money to pursue his ex- 

eriments and look to the results for reim- 
uursement. Everything is still verv crude, 
but it is exceedingly interesting to watch the 
machine, ahd its inventor is hopeful that it 
may prove at least a great economizer of pow- 
er. The few who have been permitted to wit- 
ness the experiments have universally come 
away saying: “‘Itis really wonderful, but I 
don’t understand it.””

A BREAD FAMINE.

It May Be Caused by the Coming 
Bakers’ Strike. 


- ——

What the Men and the Masters Say Con- 
cerning the Matter. 


Itis extremely probable that the Scriptural 
adage “that itis not by bread aloae that man 
liveth” will be put upon its proof next week. 
The men that make the bread are mad and 
the men that eat it will have to suffer. 

Careful housewives are hereby cautioned 
to take notice and to hunt up the rolling-pin 
and the bread-board from the closet where 
they have been lying useless. It Would also 
be a goodidea to layin asack or two of 
quadruple X, for itis very doubtful whether 
bread will be as plentv next week 
as it is during the present. 
The journeymen bakers have long claimed 


that they have beena hard worked, ill-paid 
and generally maltreated people, and they 
have concluded to see what they can do to 
better their condition. They think a strike 
is the best plan, and on Saturday next they 
will roll dough and bake bread for the last 
time in these establishments which refuse 
their demands. 

In general thev have not much objection to 
the wages, but thev claim tbat the hours of 
labor are entirely too long, and _ they do not 
propose to submit any longer. They ask for 
twelve hours as aday’s work and an entire 
holiday Sunday. They claim that 
the protits of the business are 
such that the bosses can well afford to pay 
these prices and to grant these demands. 
They have also another grievance. In many 
of the smaller shops, of which there 
are nearly 500 in the city, the meg are 
compelled to carry the bread in baskets to 
customers, and they most vehemently pro- 
test against this custom. 

The Bakers’ Union will hold two meetings 
at Centra] Turner Hall, one on Saturday night 
and the other on Sunday morning, in order to 
give every member a chance to attend. At 
these meetings it is expected that the strike 
will be set on foot. 

A petition wastaken.around among the 
large bakeries some timeago, asking that the 
terms before set forth be granted, and nearly 
all of the eight larger shops granted it. There 
are however, nearly 300 minor shops, em- 
ploying from one to four men each, andfit 1s 
with these that the trouble is expected. 

**T tell you,” said one of the Unionists, to- 
day, ‘*I don’t want my name inthe paper, 
Ne we're going to stick to this thing to the 

st. 

**Will you strike in al] the shops?’ 

‘*‘No; only in those who refuse our de- 
mands. We must have shorter hours.” 

**Are not all the large establishments work- 
ing their men on satisfactory terms?” 

“Not by ajugfull. Thereis Freund, for 
one. His men work Sunday time ana they 
are by no means satisfied. Thatis alse the 
case in several other shops.” 

“If you only quit the bakeries which re- 
fuse, Won’t these supply the others and de- 
feat the strike’”’ 

“Oh, no. Itisnotto their interest to do 
so. Besidesif they dothe Union can take 
measures to remedy the matter right away by 
calling all the men out.’’ 

“You won’t back down Sunday, will 

ou? 

‘Not much. Come and see.’’ 

Other members of the Union who were seen, 
were equally confident of success. During 
this season the] bakeries sell an enormous 
amount of bread. The large class of poor 
people who use the same stove for heating 
and cooking purposes and who have no fire in 
summer on account of the heat are thrown 
upon the bakeries for their supply of bread. 
In addition to this the men say that the rush 
for cakes, confectionery, etc., in and about 
the Fourthof July is enormous, and they 
have selected Sunday for these two reasons. 
They have given due notice, and when they 
gointothe matter they say that they will 
make a determined fight. 

Mr. A. A. Condon, the proprietor of a large 
bakery at the corner of Seventh and Walnut 
streets, was called upon in reference to the 
matter. He laughed and said that he did 
not fear it. “I don’t think the strike 
will affect the larger establish- 
ments,” said he. They are all comply- 
ing witb the demands at present. 
I work my men only twelve hours, with no 
Sunday work, and I know they are satisfied. 
They have told me§that they would not 
strike.”’ : 

“The $mall shops will catch it, however?’ 

“Oh, yes. The two hundred small baker- 
ies will a) close, and it will cause some hard- 
ship in certain parts of the city.” 

“Do ie expect a bread famine’ 

RB“ Well, hardly. You maybe sure we w)]! 
have bread allthe time. I think the outlook 
is that the large shops will not be interfered 
with.” 

Mr. L, Freund was seenat his bakery on 
Soulard street. He deciared that his men 
were satisfied. None of them belonged to 
the Union and none of them would strike. 
**I pay my men very good wages,’’ said Mr. 
Freund,|*‘and they get off every second Sat- 
urday night and Sunday morning. They think 
that enough.”’ 

“You don’t expect the strike to succeed” 

**No. A lot of fellows will strilee, and they 
will lose their places, that is all. In the 
smal) bakeries the bosses will bake until they 
get non-union men. I tell you whatis at the 
ottom of this thing: Welle, Henze, 
Westhus and one or two other large shops 
don’t bake Saturday night—don’t have fresh 
bread on Sunday, and they want to prevent
